Set At $20,000 


Entailing a loss estim ated at be­ 
tween $20,000 and $2e>.000, flames 
early Tuesday m orning totally de­ 
stroyed the Officers’ Club on the 
grounds of the Arm y A ir Base 
here. C ause of the blaze has not 
been determ ined. 
M ajor George D. Coolidge, ex­ 
ecutive for post m aintenance and 
president of the club's board of 
governors, said the building and 
all of its fixtures are a total loss.

WORK LONG HOURS 


"The employees of the depart­ 
m ent are now forced to work 
nine to ten hours a day in an ef­ 
fort to pick up only the waste 
m atter as contained in the cans 
and containers covered by the 
m onthly basic rates. 
"O ther rubbish such as tree 
trim m ings and trash which has 
heretofore been picked up on a 
Special 
H aul 
basis cannot be 
handled by the D epartm ent at the 
present time. 
“We are attem pting to provide 
service, however, on a greatly re ­ 
duced schedule and hope to have 
this plan in effect w ithin a short 
time. This w ould probably m ean 
th at we would accept orders up 
to a m axim um of five at any one 
tim e which w e estim ate would 
require a period of two weeks to 
complete. 


NOT FAIR TO CITIZENS 


“We do not feel th at it is fair 
to the citizens to accept an un­ 
lim ited num ber of orders and then 
find that we could not possibly 
m ake the pick-up for two or 
three m onths.” 
Palm Springs is not alone in its 
difficulties, Mr. Sorum said. He

STUDY DIFFICULT 


H iding and observing the quail 
as they drink at their regular 
hour is about the only satisfac­ 
tory way th e bird-student 
can 
m anage to get a 
good 
look at 
these wary birds. In the daytim e, 
they run about in the protecting 
cover of such dense vegetation 
as saltbush and mesquite, 
and 
spend most of the tim e busily 
eating. W hen startled, which they 
are very easily, the covey splits 
up w ith astonishing rapidity, and 
each bird runs sw iftly and q u iet­ 
ly in its own direction. They seem 
to prefer rem aining on the ground 
to taking flight, and because of 
their great skill in apparently 
m elting away, this is wise. T hick­ 
ets of m esquite or cat’s-claw th at 
are com pletely im penetrable to a 
man, or dog, are negotiated by 
the quail w ithout th e slightest 
difficulty. If, however, they are 
caught aw ay from such protect­ 
ing cover, they are quick to take 
to th e ir wings w ith the noise of 
sudden thunder, and fly to 
a 
more secure spot. 
Mr. M. F. Gilman, w riting in 
the Condor m agazine about the 
G am bel Q uail in 1907, has de­ 
scribed graphically the plight of 
the hunter attem pting to 
get 
w ithin shooting range: “A big 
flock is seen and pursued. They 
divide and N im rod follows 
the 
larger portion which again d i­ 
vides, and this process of elim ina­ 
tion by division continues until 
the h u n ter finds that he has been 
up against a vanishing fraction. 
If n ear a range the flock im m ed­ 
iately takes to th e hills, and an y ­ 
one w ho has once followed them 
up those sun-burned rocks is ever 
afterw ard 
in the 
sour grapes 
class.” 


Few subjects, in m y experience, 
have been so m isunderstood and 
m isrepresented 
as 
the 
present 
subsidy argum ent in the Congress. 
I have on my desk a letter from 
a friend who holds a prom inent 
position in the A. F. of L. I have 
a high regard for him. His let­ 
te r says, in part: 
“As to the question of subsidies, 
I regret having to express m y dis­ 
agreem ent w ith your position. I 
am afraid the elim ination of ceil­ 
ings would not m ake commodities 
cheaper or more plentiful. ’ He 
then speaks of the “black m ar­ 
ket,” and of OPA prosecutions for 
violations. 
Let me m ake a few plain state­ 
ments. Read them carefully. 
There is no bill before Con­ 
gress w hich would affect price 
ceilings directly. No bill rem oves 
them. The bill continuing the

chicks or to other adules 
w ith 
the sw eet “w heet, w heet 
m en­ 
tioned 
above.

T he G am bel Quail comes as 
close to having a real language 
as any other of our desert birds; 
several sim ple 
but 
im portant 
ideas m ay be stated in quailese. 
The assem bly call, m eaning sim p­ 
ly “come here,” is th e one m ost 
frequently heard by the casual 
listener. It is group of three notes, 
w ith a quality nasal y et pleasant, 
the first two of which are on the 
same tone; th e third note slides 
for som e distance down the scale. 
“K a-la’-ko” is about as close as 
I can get to it in w riting, but, 
frankly, it’s not very close! In 
the spring, the m ating season, the 


The desert quail rem ain in cov­ 
eys until th e m iddle of M arch, 
at w hich tim e they begin to pair 
off 
By the early p art of A pril, 
each pair has a nest containing 
from ten to 
seventeen brow n- 
spotted eggs of various sizes The 
nest itself varies a great deal; 
som etim es there is hardly a nest 
w orthy of the name, the eggs be­ 
ing placed in a sparsely-lined d e ­ 
pression in the earth. At other 
tim es it m ay be in tall grass w ith 
the blades bent over it, so th a t it 
cannot be seen from above. And 
W. L. D awson reports their using 
the abandoned 
nests 
of other 
birds, such as thrashers and road- 
runners. Any old place will do for 
the quail as long as it affords 
a m easure of protection from the 
sun and at least a little safety 
from the 
num erous 
m arauders 
th a t consider quail eggs a great 
delicacy. 
As soon as they emerge from 
the egg, the chicks are am azing­ 
ly active, and m asters at th e a rt 
of concealm ent. A w arning note 
from the m other, who then runs 
some distance

m other retu rn s 
and 
calls her 
brood to h er w ith the “w heet, 
w heet” note, then leads them to 
a place of greater security.

TOLL IS HEAVY 


The w ildlife of the desert e x ­ 
acts a heavy toll from the quail, 
especially in the nesting season, 
as it is im possible for the eggs to 
run and hide from a hungry snake 
or coyote. To m ake up for this, 
the quail raises two broods 
a 
year, and the species is kept go­ 
ing perfectly w ell unless m an in ­ 
terferes too much. 
As the 
fall 
of th e year ap ­ 
proaches, and the young 
birds 
are practically grow n up, fam ily 
groups m erge w ith other fam ily 
groups to form the large coveys. 
These rem ain together, sharing 
their m eals of seeds, leaves, and 
insects until 
the n ex t breeding 
season prom pts them to separate 
again.

Com m odity C r e d i t Corporation, 
and prohibiting th e use o f its 
m oney to impose “consum er sub­ 
sidies," so called, does not pro­ 
h ib it subsidies to increase pro­ 
duction, nor does it prohibit sup­ 
p o rt prices. This country has been 
fam iliar w ith “subsidies” 
since 
George W ashington recom m ended 
one to m ake possible a w ider dis­ 
tribution of new spapers, so more 
people could have them to read. 
The very use of the word in this 
argum ent is m isrepresentative. 
I am unable to figure m ore than 
tw o 
or three 
com m odities 
on 
w hich retail prices could ju stifi­ 
ably be raised if th e bill w ere 
passed and signed. These a re (1) 
butter, w hich now receives a sub­ 
sidy protection of 5c a pound, in 
the face of statem ents from D e­ 
partm ent of A griculture officials 
th a t a cent a pound w ould be 
enough; (2) milk, w hich should be 
considered separately, and w hich 
m ight in som e m ilksheds go up lc 
or perhaps 2c a quart. In those 
sheds prices are now low er than 
in other sheds. R em em ber also 
th at milk usually rises lc or %c 
in the fall, and drops in the 
spring. The OPA does not u n d er­ 
stand this. I do not think the 
OPA knows about spring and fall. 
I think the OPA know s only one 
season; an open season on the 
Am erican farm er. 
I told you about citrus. The 
grow ers w anted to pay the farm ­ 
er more and charge the consum ­ 
er less. T he W ar Food A dm in­ 
istration approved the plan. The 
OPA objected and insisted on 
paying a “subsidy.” The House 
Com m ittee on A griculture p re­ 
vented this and w hile the sub­ 
stitu te plan is not perfect, the 
consum er w ill buy oranges for 
less than the OPA w anted him , 
or her, to pay. 
I consider statem ents th at if the 
present bill becomes a law, all 
retail prices w ill go up and we 
w ill have “inflation,” to be propa­ 
ganda. The tru th is th a t prices are 
rising, due to the failure of the 
A dm inistration to control them as 
they are controlled in Canada, 
England, 
G erm any 
and 
other 
countries. 
You cannot control retail prices 
w ithout controlling wages. E very­ 
body knows that. Unless you try 
to deceive the people somehow. 
R ight now, this “subsidy” is th at 
deception. The consum er is to pay 
the governm ent a fee to perm it 
the governm ent to transfer the 
consum er's money from one poc­ 
ket to the other. It is a high and 
extravagant fee. 
Prices w ill be raised w hether 
or not this bill passes. The p e r­ 
centage of increase in this w ar, 
on com parable figures, has been 
higher than in the last war. The 
danger of inflation w ill come ju st 
after the end of the fighting, as it 
came in 1920, after the last war. 
The 
W ashington 
propagandists 
w ant to m ake them selves a m at­ 
tress upon which to fall when this 
happens. They could have p re­ 
vented it; they have not prevent­ 
ed it, because of political consid­ 
erations. The w orking people, to 
whom 
this 
political 
appeal 
is 
made, will be the ones to suffer. 
I have repeatedly w ritten w hat 
the alternative should be. It w as 
successful here in the last w ar; 
it is today successful in Canada 
and England. I will w rite it again.

SAVES BOXER'S LIFE 


Fidel LaBarba, Jackie Fields, 
Joe Salas and A llegrini w ere four 
men from the Los Angeles A thle­ 
tic club who m ade the 1924 Olym­ 
pic team and w ere sent to Paris. 
On the high seas, an eastern m em ­ 
ber of the team developed a se­ 
vere illness and a blood transfu­ 
sion w as ordered. A llegrini and 
several others volunteered and 
the do'ctors picked Allegrini. The 
boxer’s life was saved and when 
the story came back to the United 
States, sports pages term ed the 
Villager “the Hero of the Olym­ 
pic Boxing Team ,” in big head­ 
lines. B ut A llegrini w as ordered 
by doctors to discontinue training 
for a while. 
Allegrini, who with Tom Luke 
operated the Cue club for years, 
has a trunk full of m edals won 
as am ateur boxer. He was three 
times southern California cham ­ 
pion, tw ice state cham pion and 
once national champion, w eigh­ 
ing in in the m iddlew eight class. 


KAYOED SIKI 


He w as the first m an to knock 
but B attling Siki, the Sengalese 
scrapper who received so much 
publicity. That scrap w as in Den­ 
ver and A llegrini recalled this 
week th a t Siki floored him twice 
for counts of eight and nine and 
seemed im pervious to every hay­ 
m aker A llegrini planted on his 
jaw. Finally the V illager sunk 
one up to the elbow in Siki s 
midriff and th e Sengalese was 
counted out on the ropes. 
In m ore than 200 fights Alle­ 
grini never took the full count of 
ten and his record shows that he 
was never knocked out. 
It w as after he saw some of 
the boxers w ith whom he had 
fought and w ho stayed in the 
game too long, punch-goofy, he 
decided to get out. 


NEVER EVEN LOOKS ON 


“I never even go to see a box­ 
ing m atch,” he said. “W hen I quit 
I quit com pletely. 
A llegrini said that on the Olym­ 
pic trip to Paris, LaBarba won the 
world crow n in the flyweight 
class, Salas and Feilds m et in the 
finals in the featherw eight class 
w ith Fields w inning and he had to 
look on because of the operation 
aboard the ship. 
“Two cham ps and a finalist out 
of three from Los Angeles A. C. 
was a great record,” he said. 
W hile in Palm Springs, Blake 
called on Lt. Bob M axwell, form er 
sports w riter and now editor and 
sport colum nist on the w eekly 
army air base new spaper, “21.”

Hemet with 7,009.

Graphic Story of Indian Lore Told 
By (hiei of Local Tribe In New Book

Just off the press is the most important book from a local view ­ 
point yet to be seen here, "Stories and Legends of the Palm Springs 
Indians." The book is a quaint and rambling account of Indian belief 
and superstition from the creation of the world from darkness, to the 
first Pony Express and stage routes through Palm Springs. For any 
reader with an elementary interest in Indian traditions and ‘olk- 
lore. it is a find of major importance. 


Lt. Ted McKinney 
Visits Family and 
Friends in Village 


Lt. Ted McKinney was in the 
Village Wednesday and Thursday 
of this week visiting his mother, 
Mrs. O. S. McKinney, and brother 
Don, and in greeting old acquain­ 
tances here. Thursday night he 
had to report back to his post 
at the Ferrying group base 
at 
Long Beach. 
Lt. McKinney, who was bom 
in Palm Springs, has been in the 
army two years, attending Thun- 
derbird field 
prim ary 
training 
school, then Minter Field 
and 
Luke Field. Later he towed glid­ 
er planes at the Arizona Glider 
school and then "he went to Long 
Beach. Since then he has piloted 
planes to all parts of the nation 
and has made one overseas hop. 
“But it feels good to get back 
to the desert once in a while,” 
he said. 


“Stories and Legends" is a ver-< - 
batum account of tribal history 
and belief as told by Chief Fran­ 
cisco Patencio to M argaret Boyn­ 
ton. The telling took years, and 
Miss Boynton faithfully transcrib­ 
ed the long and artless stories. 
Assisting her in the effort of edit­ 
ing and copying was Miss Kate 
Collins. It remained for Mrs. Irv­ 
ing T. Snyder, winter resident, to 
classify and publish the most sig­ 
nificant legends centering around 
Palm Springs. She has given the 
book to the Welfare and Friendly 
Aid Association as a contribution 
to its budget. 


FULL OF CHARM 


The book is too full of quotable 
and charming passages, to do 
more than skim the surface in any 
review. But be the reader funda­ 
mentalist or evolutionist, he can­ 
not but be keenly interested in 
the Indian conception of creation. 
There are strong intimations of a 
Garden of Eden, especially for the 
benefit of the Indian people. In 
the beginning darkness cfeated 
twins who sat on the air, and in 
due course created the earth. Un­ 
like our more familiar story of 
creation, these twins were capable 
of error, and had the greatest 
difficulty, after the earth was 
created, in making it hold togeth­ 
er. When this problem was over­ 
come by the spiders who spun 
webs around the world, the twin 
gods could not make it hold still. 
This contingency, too, was over­ 
come. 
“Mo-Cot said, ‘We must create 
now.’ Then Mo-Cot created first 
tobacco. And his tw in invented 
the pipe and gave it two names: 
man and woman.” 
"The first created creature was 
a dog. The twin gods gave him 
tobacco too, but it hurt his eyes 
and to this day he cannot see as 
well by day as he can by night.” 
Variations in the colors of races 
are accounted for by the different 
types of clay used by the Gods 
in making man. Black clay made 
black peoples, yellow clay made 
the yellow races and the good red 
clay made the Indians. Only the 
men created 
with 
white clay 
showed any dis-harmony with 
their lot. “Then it was that the 
white clay people were not pleas­ 
ed about being the only ones 
without color. They cried to be 
dark, like the rest. They put dif­ 
ferent clay on themselves, but it 
was no good. It came right off 
after a while.” 


TERROR IS TOLD 


The evil and terror of the world 
is explained by a quarrel among 
the tw in gods. One would destroy 
the creations through sickness 
and death—the other was a good 
man, and wished not to have the 
people suffer. Contention between 
the two, accounts for good and 
evil from that day to this. 
Interesting to all people famil­ 
iar with the desert country are 
the richness of legends account­ 
ing 
for 
nearby canyons 
and 
springs. The songs of the first 
Indians, which laid down a code 
of life adhered to by all found 
their social mores. “Songs in the 
Indian sense, were not solely im­ 
aginative beauty, but laws for the 
people, set to chants and repeat­ 
ed generation after generation so 
that none might forget the code 
of ethics established for their 
good. 
. . 
An outstanding characteristic of 
the Stories and Legends is its un­ 
spoiled quality. It has been pub­ 
lished in a white man’s book, in 
white m an’s words, but the beau­ 
ty of a primitive and imaginative 
race is still living, though a new 
medium.
